anticipated, the Committee of Ministers, representing the govern- 
■Rents , took a cautious, almost negative approach to the Assembly S s 
Strasbourg proposals, arouslar a strong reaction from the Standing 
Committee of the Asseirblv. The Ministers, convening to consider 
the Assembly recommendations , took positive action only on the 
admission of Western Germany and the Saar to the Council. 

Important Assembly recommendations on broadening the Assembly *s 
authority, creating a European Court of Human Flights and fotstering 
European economic integration were either shelved or referred to 
various bodies for further studv. In addition to taking a gener- 
ally negative approach go proposals for European unification, the 
Ministers attempted to remove important issues from the competence 
of Assembly committees by referring them to bodies such as the 


CEEC and UNEfCC. This tendency illustrates the Ministers* prefer- 
ence for dealing with governmental bodies rather than with 
Assembly organs, which are composed of parliamentary representa- 
tives who have displayed a considerable degree of independence.

Political and economic pressures were harassing 
the Dutch and world opinion turned against than as the US took 
T f^ rm . n ^ nd behind the UN and the Mew Delhi Conference manifested 
Asian indignation, The Indonesians were aware that settlement 
had to be made to prevent extremists among them from getting the 
upper hand. However, to reach agreement far-reaching concessions 
nad to be made by both sides, end the UN became the diplomatic 
bridge between the two. 


The three nation commission (Australia, Belgium and the US) 
lent its good offices to the contenders, mediated and arbitrated 
and finally unraveled the difficult problem, with Merle Cochran 
the TJS representative, as the driving force! He made hin-elf ’ 
available at all times to both sides and was the general means of 
communication between the delegations, ' r orkin^ behind the scenes, 
he sraootned over differences end made able suggestions to tide 
the Indonesians and the Dutch over difficult moments when a dead- 
lock seemed inevitable. D'hile Cochran dealt with the politioal 
talks, the military observers did much to prevent the military 
situation from flaring up. The work of the observers was oartic- 
ularly important during the Hague Round Table Conference, where 
final agreement was reached, and during which time any serious 
military action in Indonesia would have upset the negotiations 


Although the UN has completed the greatest port of its task 
in. Indonesia, it is important that UNCI remain in continuous 
existence to observe Dutch trooo withdrawals and the Indonesian 
elections. ,r ith the transfer of sovereignty, stability in Irido- 
nesia will be tested and a UN commission on the scene to observe 
a stabilizing Influence. Any SC decision to terminate 
the UNCI and constitute a new UN body would create a dangerous 
vacuum between the time sovereignty Is transferred and a new body 
would be created and begin to function. Nevertheless, Indonesia’s 
prospects for successful transition **ron colonial status are 
promising and, in retrospect, the Indonesian case appears as the 
most successful UN accomplishment so far. 
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
